Bay, The port area was off limits to civilians; it was surrounded partly 

by a wooden fence and partly by one of barbed wire. The main entrance to the 
port was on the northwest side of the fence, where there is a check point under 
24-hour guard by a sailor with a submachine gun. The port itself is rectan- 
gular, measuring about 200 by 400 meter s; there were conc rete piers cm. three 
sides. On all ny trips to Novorossiysk | [ I saw naval vessels 25X1 

tied up to the long sides of the port . I remember having seen two SHCHUKA- 
type submarines and five or six minesweepers tied up in the southwest comer 
of the naval port. Moored in the northwest corner of the port were about a 
dozen armored launches ( Okhotnik-st orcshevoy kater), each armed with a small- 
caliber gun and two machine guns. Several landing craft (Bystrokhodnaya 
Desantnaya Rarzha - BOB), about 7® - 80 m in length, were also moored there. 

As far as I can remember, the landing craft had only one small-caliber gun 
on the stem and no machine guns.
